Winter is just around the corner, and we would just like to remind 
residents, the Town of Carman strives to plow and sand all the roads in a 
timely manner; however, we do follow a priority sequence when plowing. 

The first priority is given to Police, Fire, and Emergency vehicles. We 
also ensure that the “on-call” Doctor is able to get to the hospital if there 
is an emergency. 

The downtown is next, usually completed before businesses open in 
the morning. 

Once this is complete, the crews move to the residential areas, starting 
with the avenues and moving to the streets next. Roads are cleared and 
driveways are opened. This is done on a rotating basis so that no 
particular area is always first.
